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1 . BOSTON GLOBE'S WILLIAM BEECHER REPORTS THAT ADMINISTRA- 
TION IS CONSIDERING COMPROMISE PLAN FOR CTB, TO WIN OVER 
DOMESTIC CRITICS AND SO’-ET NEGOTIATORS. ACCORDING TO 
BEECHER, NEW PLAN INCLUDES A 3-YEAR BAN ON NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
TESTING, WITH EXCEPTION FOR LABORATORY NUCLEAR DEVICES 
HAVING EXPLOSIVE FORCE NO GREATER THAN A FEW HUNDRED 
POUNDS. ALSO INCLUDED IN COMPROMISE WOULD BE A PUBLIC 
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DECLARATION OF INTENT TO RESUME UNDERGROUND TESTING IF 
PERMANENT TREATY HAS NOT BEEN AGREED TO BY THE END OF 
THREE YEARS. BEECHER SAYS THAT STRESS ON RESUMPTION OF 
TESTING IN THREE YEARS NOT ONLY IS AIMED AT PRESSURING 
SOVIETS TO AGREE TO TERMS OF PERMANENT TREATY. BUT TO 
REASSURE DOMESTIC CRITICS THAT U.S. WOULD INITIATE MAJOR 
NEW TESTS IF NEGOTIATIONS PROVE INCONCLUSIVE. AIM OF CON 
CLUDING TREATY IS TO PERSUADE STATES SUCH AS INDIA AND 
SOUTH AFRICA TO FOREGO THEIR TESTING BECAUSE THE BIGGEST 
POWERS HAD AGREED TO DO SO. "BUT BY PERMITTING A LOOPHOLE, 
EVEN A SMALL ONE FOR TINY TESTS, OFFICIALS CONCEDE, MIGHT 

UNDERMINE THE APPEAL TO NONNUCLEAR STATES.” TEXT ALSO 
STATES THAT SOVIETS HAVE AGREED TO SEISMOGRAPHIC MONITOR- 
ING WITHIN THEIR BORDERS AND "IN PRINCIPLE TO ON-SITE 
INSPECTION BY U.S. OFFICIALS IN EVENT OF SUSPICIOUS 
TREMORS." 

2. ACCORDING TO WILLIAM BEECHER OF BOSTON GLOBE, SOURCES 
IN ADMINISTRATION SAY TENTATIVE PLAN IS BEING WORKED OUT 
WHICH COULD MAKE U.S. ICBM'S LESS VULNERABLE TO SOVIET 
SURPRISE ATTACK AND MAKE SENATE RATIFICATION OF SALT TWO 
MORE LIKELY. UNDER PROPOSAL U.S. WOULD URGE SOVIETS TO 
AGREE TO U.S. CONSTRUCTION OF ALTERNATE MISSILE SILOS IN 
WHICH EXISTING ICBM’S WOULD BE MOVED AT RANDOM, SO THAT 
SOVIETS WOULD NOT BE ABLE TO DETECT WHICH SILOS CONTAIN 
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MISSILES. SOURCES CONTEND THAT WITHOUT SUCH AGREEMENT 
SENATE MAY REJECT SALT TWO, THUS LEADING TO A "WIDER 
ARRAY OF U.S. STRATEGIC MOVES." BEECHER STATES THAT AN 
IDEA TO USE PRESENT MINUTEMAN SILOS FOR THIS "SHELL-GAME" 
APPROACH IS ALSO FEASIBLE WITH ONLY MINOR MODIFICATIONS. 
UNDER NEW APPROACH, CONCRETE-LINED SILO HOLES WOULD BE 
CONSTRUCTED TWO TO FIVE MILES FROM EXISTING MINUTEMAN 
SILOS, WITH SPACING DESIGNED SO NO SINGLE WARHEAD COULD 
DESTROY MORE THAN ONE SILO. IF SOVIETS DID NOT KNOW 
WHICH SILOS CONTAINED MISSILES, THEY WOULD HAVE TO DESTROY 
ALL SILOS, AND WOULD THEREFORE USE UP AVAILABLE WARHEADS. 

3. DREW MIDDLETON OF NEW YORK TIMES REPORTS THAT U.S. 

AND WEST EUROPEAN INTELLIGENCE ANALYSTS AND MILITARY 
PLANNERS ARE SAYING SOVIETMOVEMENT TO ERITREA AND ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF SOVIET AIRPOWER THERE WOULD CREATE ADIRECT THREAT 
TO SAUDI ARABIA AND TO TANKER TRAFFIC PASSING THROUGH 

THE PERSIAN GULF. SOURCES SAID THAT SOVIET AND CUBAN 
ACTIVITIES IN THE HORN OF AFRICA ARE MORE THREATENING TO 
THE WEST THAN ACTIVITIES IN SUB-SAHARAN AFRICA. POLITI- 
CAL AND EUROPEAN LEADERS ARE REPORTED TO BE CONCERNED 
OVER WHAT THE US WILL DO ABOUT THE APPROACH OF SOVIET 
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POWER IN THE PERSIAN GULF. THE HORN OF AFRICA IS WITHIN 
NATO'S THEATER OF OPERATION. THEORY AMONG NATO ANALYSTS 
IS THAT SOVIET UNION IS ATTEMPTING TO ESTABLISH MILITARY 
BASES WHICH WOULD THREATEN THE TWO LARGEST OIL PRODUCING 
STATES; SAUDI ARABIA AND IRAN.ANDOIL ROUTES OUT OF THE 
PERSIAN GULF. 

4. IOHN GOSHKO OF WASHINGTON POST SAID THAT IN A POLICY 
SHIFT AIMED AT "IMPROVING RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL AND 
AVOIDING PROBLEMS WITH CHINA", THE U.S. APPROVED THE SALE 
OF UP TO 60 ISRAELI KFIR JETS TO TAIWAN. THIS ACTION 
REVERSES A PROHIBITION BY FORD ADMINISTRATION ON THE SALE. 

BY LIFTING THE PROHIBITION, ADMINISTRATION APPEARS TO BE

TRYING TO EASE PROBLEMS IN THE MIDDLE EAST AND THE FAR EAST. 
SALE OF PLANES TO TAIWAN WOULD HELP U.S. MEET ITS COMMIT- 
MENT TO AID TAIWAN IN DEFENDING ITSELF. INTERPOSING 
ISRAEL AS DIRECT SUPPLIER OF ARMS TO TAIWAN, WOULD ALSO 
HELP THE UNITED STATES AVOID POTENTIAL PROBLEMS IN

5. WASHINGTON STAR PUBLISHED A TIME-LIFE NEWS SERVICE 
REPORT WHICH STAT:D THAT SENATE MAJORITY LEADER ROBERT 
BYRD, ON HIS EUROPEAN TOUR, REASSURED WESTERN ALLIES THAT 
THEY "WILL NOT BE LEFT ON THE SIDELINES IN THE STRATEGIC 
ARMS LIMITATION TREATY NOW BEING NEGOTIATED." BYRD SAID 
THAT CARTER HAD SENT HIM TO EUROPE TO URGE ALLIES TO 
INCREASE EFFORTS TO COUNTER BUILDUP OF WARSAW PACT FORCES. 

6. CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR'S JUNE GOODWIN SAID THAT IF 
THE U.S. AND SOUTH AFRICA REACH AGREEMENT GUARANTEEING 
SOUTH AFRICA A SUPPLY OF ENRICHED URANIUM IN RETURN FOR A 
PROMISE BY SOUTH AFRICA NOT TO EXPLODE A NUCLEAR BOMB, THE 
U.S. MAY NOT BE ABLE TO BREAK ITS ALIGNMENT WITH SOUTH 
AFRICANWHITEGOVERNMENT IN THE EVENT OF A RACE WAR. GOODWIN 
REPORTS THAT SOUTH AFRICAN GOVERNMENT VIEWS THE BOMB AS A 
BARGAINING CHIP WITH THE WEST. THE EXPLOSION OF THE BOMB 
CONCERNS THE WEST AS IT COULD ALTER AND SPEED UP THE 
RACIAL CONFRONTATION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. A SITUATION LIKE 
THIS COULD BE "EXPLOITED BY THE SOVIETS TO THE DISADVANTAGE 
OF THE WEST." THEREFORE, THE WEST WOULD LIKE THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN GOVERNMENT TO GUARANTEE THAT A BOMB WILL NOT BE
